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The nonstatutory double patenting rejection is based on a judicially created 
doctrine grounded in public policy (a policy reflected in the statute) so as to prevent the 
unjustified or improper timewise extension of the "right to exclude" granted by a patent 
and to prevent possible harassment by multiple assignees. See In re Goodman, 1 1

Claims 33-62, 66-68, 71 , 74 are provisionally rejected under the judicially created 
doctrine of obviousness-type double patenting as being unpatentable over claims 1-16, 
64-65, 69, 70 of copending Application No. 09/971 ,471 . Although the conflicting claims 
are not identical, they are not patentably distinct from each other because the structure 
recited in the instant claims are contained in the claims of application serial number 
09/971, 471 though the claims in said application recite features more specifically. For 
example the conductive structures, first dielectric and opening are recited in both sets of 
claims but the copending application recites additional structure in the form of an etch 
stop layer which could be the broader cap structure recited in the instant claims. This is 
a provisional obviousness-type double patenting rejection because the conflicting claims 
have not in fact been patented. 

Claims 33-62, 66-68, 71, 74 are rejected. 
Bandyopadhyay et al is cited to show device with air gap. 
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
